Responding emphatically te 
what he termed an “exaggerat- 
ed” report im an Ontario news- 
paper, Maynard Book, chair- 
man of the lame-duck Board of 
Trustees of Upland College, as- 
sured THE NEWS Tuesday 
that newly-incorporated Col- 
lege of the West soon will take 
over the local campus 

“The financial transaction 
was delayed a littl due to 
various complications,’ Book 
said, ‘but these things often 
happen im a large business 
deal. We learned Monday night 
that everything is moving rea! 
well — it's very encouraging 
row.” 

In a Sunday story headlined, 
“College of West, Where Are 
You?"’, the Ontario paper stat- 
ed no one connected with the 
incoming institution could be 
contacted by telephone and no 
one had yet appeared on cam- 
pus in an official capacity. 

Dwight Bert, a member of 
the UC Board, said College of 
the West was supposed to be 
here Sept. 13, but could not 
make it because not enough 
cash had been deposited in es- 
crow to complete the transfer 
of property. 

Thus, switchboard operators 
at the campus continued to an- 
swer, “Upland College,’ and 
there was some speculation of 
negotiations collapsing. Book

‘Old English’ Bid 


The crying need for immedi- 
ate coordination of efforts be- 
tween the Architectural Com- 
mission, City Council, Civic 
Center developers and down- 
town businessmen was apar- 
ent this week following a Com- 
mission-caused upheaval Sept. 
15. 

On that date, an application 
for a building permit to give 
the northwest corner of 2nd 
Ave. and C St. an “Old Eng- 
lish’ look was denied unani- 
mously by members of the 
architectural group 

As their reason for the re- 
jection, the Commissioners cit- 
ed the ‘‘conflict’’ with the mod- 
ern design of the Colonnade 
Building, just north of the cor- 
ner site on 2nd. They said it 
would be a ‘‘detriment’’ to the 
neighborhood, which will in- 
clude the modern-design Civic 
Center in the next block north. 

Col. James Marr, the appli- 
cant, said he preferred the 
“Qld English’ motif to any 
contemporary design. Further- 
more, he said two of his pro- 
posed tenants would bow out 
as a result of the Commis- 
sion’s decision. 

Marr seemed somewhat stun- 
ned by the Commission ruling 
inasmuch as Council had prais- 
ed Marr’s faith in the future of 
the downtown area after he

“I'm flabbergasted at the 
enthusiasm,” Councilwoman 
Zella Stone exuded. “Once I 
had strong doubts, but now I 
feel it's a good community 
thing to get us busy and get us 
to work on,” a 

“t's really no risk,” Chris- 
tensen insisted, ‘Just compare 
it to the architectural fees on 
the Civic Center — which 
might not go through, In other 
words, it’s a wonderful oppor- 
tunity to raise money without 
costing the public anything 

Finally, after presuns Chris- 
tensen for his initiative and de- 
termination, Council voted, 4-1, 
in favor of the City’s “go’’ for 
the ‘go-go’’ and, by the same 
count, in favor of the City’s 
gambling $1,000 on the venture 
which Christensen hopes will 
return ‘almost enough to y 
for the $50,000 park."”
